sure ourselves that we use the word 
stale in its right sense, forvevcn ip it? 
application to political societies and 
governmental organizations, it h— — 
sentially different significations, 
meaning is somewhat purely geograph- 
ical. Sometimes: it, is used to desig- 
nate 'the 'government itself. 
By this 


.word sve sometimes mean the people 
constituting a political society, wit:nn 
certain geographical limits, in their 
highest sovereign capacity. I hey are 
then invested with all the attributes of 
sovereignty, :as-such political spoiety ; 
and therefore constitute an absolutely 
sovereign state—a nation. England is 
such a state to-day. The people of 
England hold all sovereign power in 
their highest form as people of Eng-

The State of Xew York is a political 
snuict.v. existing under defined bnmula-

organization which constitutes and 
keeps her one of. the United States, or 
she IB'no State nt all. New York 4s 
not an absolute sovereignty. Her peo- 
ple are invested with only a part pt the 
powers and attributes of sovereignty, 
as a people of New York. 
They hold 


the rest as people of the United States. 


The people of the United States to- 


e-ether, in their two-fold, relation to the 
State iind the Union, constitute; an ab- 
solute sovereignty, a complete state 
like England. Such a State, although 
rude and onlv/half:uedged, was ;each 
of the original' thirteen, before the adop- 
tion of the national constitution. Such 
a State not sne-of them has been since 
th« adoption of that constitution.— 
Such a State not one of those admitted

These propositions respecting the 


immortality 61" Stat»» archot true, then, 
•van-when applied to such complete 
sovereignties ha Englmml.v Scotland, 
Poland', or the:.aggregate American 
"Republic. They are still more erron- 
eous when applied to these limited sov- 
rcignties', the States of the American 
Union. 


If, the:people of Pennsylvania were 


invesled with the highest capacity ot 
sovereignty, as the people of Pennsyl- 
vania, in which case Pennsylvania 
would be like France, absolutely soy 
eteign and independent, then wonld it 
indexed be true that whatever changes 
might befal her, short of actual loss of 
sovereignty by surrender or subjuga- 
tion, shb would, whether as. a despot 
ism, 
a constitutional .monarchy, or a 


republic, always remain the sovereign 
State of Pennsylvania. But the peo- 
ple of Pennsylvania are not invested 
with the highest capacity of sovereign 
ty as people of Pennsylvania, but a? 
people at once of Pennsylvania,and o' 
the United States ; and when the con 
stitutional relation between the State 
and the Union is broken up, althougl 
the people and soil and name may re 
main, yet the thing known to the Con 
stitution as the State of Pennsylvania 
dies surely as the branch dies if sev- 
ered from the tree. 


I will indicate, sir, a few of th« form: 


in which death, • welcome or unwel 
come, may overtake one of the State 
of the American Union. 


If those who assert that 'Alabami 


once a State must always be a State. 
that 'the State ot Alabama can neve

i movinM'nJt¥eir' ofbits'aronnd ttieir ccfi- 
tral sun, the Constitution, form the 
ereat national system -Vnown- as. .the 
Ireat American Union. If the central 
Sower of the constitution is essential to 
the existence of the nation, so .also is 


depopulated, or submerged, always-re 
main with her people upon it, unde 
one name anof form of government o 
another, the proposition is worth ncith 
er asserting or answering. It amount 
to nothing more than that physical g 
ography will remain as it is nnle» 
changed. 
If, however, the propositio 


means that the State of the America 
Union known to the Constitution i 
the State of Alabama must always r< 
main such, it is not true. 


In the first place, the national Co; 


stitution itself provides for tho_ mo: 
quiet and orderly death and burial of 
such an 'immortal State.' The framers 
of that instrument have deliberately 
and precisely indicated the proceedings 
by which Alabama might have ceased 
to be a State of the Union, have actu- 
ally prescribed her funeral ceremonies. 
And these proceedings and ceremonies 
are so utterly devoid of pomp and cir- 
cumstances "that six votes may bo de- 
cisive of her fate, of • which six, votes 
only two need be cast by her own citi- 
zens. 
The third section of the fourth arti- 


cle of the Constitution stands in these 
words: 
'New States may be admitted by the 


Congress into this Union; but no new 
State shall be formed or erected within 
the jurisdiction of any other State, nor 
anv State be formed by the junction of 
two or more States, or parts of States, 
without the consent of tho Legislature 
of the States concerned, as well as of 
the Congress.'

possible more fatal than in the _case 
irst supposed to all claim to the rights 
of one of the sovereign States of th< 
Union. Having with her own hand 
severed the constitutional bond which 
sustained the state relation and exis 
tance, the effected retention of a State 
government wonld have been itself a 
nemice, a preposterous claim of indti 
pendent sovereignty within the geo 
graphical limits of the Union, in open 
defiance of the Constitution, and at th 
expense of National existence, whic,

antees to the citizens of each state all 
the privileges and immunities of citi- 
zenfij in the several itatec, also guaran- 
tees that snch citiiens shall always re- 
main citizens, shall never, by crime or 
expatriation, or otherwise, lose or throw

We believe that it 
wauld he rery impolitic and unwise t» admit 
those slightly subdued and unrepentant reb- 
els into Congresa, dripping in the best blood 
of the nation, to become the arbiters of 
their own crimes. It is astonishing t» us 
that there can be found any man Xorth of 
Mason & Dixon's line, that will advocate 
such a damnnble proposition, and yet it is no 
moro strange than true, We had hoped, 
through the professions of Mr. Johnson, soon 
after he was inaugurated, that treason would 
be punished and that the freedmea would be 
protected in their rights.

Government relinquishes 
no claim to the territory. Now, if at any 
time those people refuse to act as a state gov- 
ernment, and destroy the organic law by- 
which they were admitted, they arc in pre- 
cisely the .same condition they were before 
they were admitted, aud Government has a 
perfect right, in Tact, is compelled to take 
charge of it; and we pretend to say there is 
no pow'ir on earth that can compel the peo- 
ple of such territory to resume a state gov- 
ernment, unless they choose to do so. Gov- 
ernment can extend its laws over themf and 
compel the people to obey, but it cannot com- 
pel them to ena-'.-t laws for themselves ; all it 
can do is, whenever the people of any state 
refuse to act in harmony with the other 
states, or refuse to act at all, is to extend its 
jurisdiction over them. Wo cannot see that 
merely refusir,,; to act ae a state government 
wouJd be a crime, it could not be considered 
treason. But whenever they refuse to per- 
mit Government to resume its control over 
the territory, then they have committed an 
offence and lay themselves liable tc punish- 
ment, and we say further, that the act of 
subduing them or compelling them to sub- 
mit to the government of the Union, could 
n«t restore them to the same condition that 
they were before they refuged to act in the 
capacity of states, because government can- 
not make the p«pplc of any of the revolted 
states resume their old state governments 
unless they choose to do so. 
Therefore, 


government has a perfect right to make all 
needful rales and regulations for the territo- 
ry, and for punishing the inhabitants there- 
of for rebelling against its laws.

ment has a perfect right to hold them in the 
condition in which they have placed them- 
selves, until justice is satisfied.

the rebel states had betn admitted into this 
session of Congress, as it seems t» be the 
plan of Mr. Johnson, aided by the c. nserva- 
tivc republicans, and prompted by the radi- 
cal democracy, whit kind ef justice w»uld 
have been netted ont to those who have 
•offered and perilled all to save the Union, 
or even the freedmen ?

Through the courtesy of Senator Bentley, 
the chairman of the Committee on Fedcril 
Relations, I have just got possession of the 
resolutions, adopted at tho caucus of Union 
Senators on last Tuesday evening, and give 
them as follows. They aro substituted for 
the following, presented by Senator Wilson 
on the 10th of January last, and will be re- 
ported in the Senate to-morrow morning by 
the Committee on Federal Relations: 


The people of tho United 


States have, through the exercises of that 
corrective power conferred upon them bv 
the constitution, succeeded in maintaining 
tne union of these states, and aavo hereby 
secured to us and to our posterity the bless- 
ings of republican government for ail time, 
and for which the states lately in rebellion 
will have as much cause to rejoice in the fu- 
ture as their northern ktretbern ; and, 


WHIBIAS, The policy pursued by An- 


drew Johnson, President of the United 
States, has betn such as to «all foth senti- 
ments of approbation from all union-loving 
nen, and hus tended to heal the divisions 
and restore unity among the different por- 
tions of the country calculated to rekindle 
and preserve those kindly and fraternal rela- 
tions without which no true union can exist; 
therefore, 


Reeol-ctd oy tin Senate, the Anembly con- 


curring, That we fnlly and cordially endorse 
and commend the wise and patriotic action 
of President Johnson, BO far as the same re- 
lates to the organization of such states, a 
portion of the people eonstiluting which were 
lately in rebellion; and we now hereby 
cordially extend lo the citizens thereof the 
right hand of fellowship, in that union now 
as ever, one and indissoluble. 


Jltsolved, 
That we approve the senti- 


ments contained in the language of Jeffer- 
son's first inaugural address, as embodying 
the sum of political wisdom in recognizing 
that government to be the best which should 
be "a wise and frugal government; which 
shall restrain men from injuring one another;

Tat-iS CONVENTION.—Provisional Governor 


Hamilton's message to the Convention calls 
attention to the absolute requirements of tb 
General Government touching the doctrine ol 
absolute State sovereignty, the abolition pi 
slavery, the rights of the blacks to testify ii 
courts of justice and to be protected in per- 
son and property, and the repudiation of the 
rebel debt. 


In the Convention, Judge Latterm«r, from 


Red River,introduced the following: 


The ptople of Teras, in Contention as- 


sembhd, ordain, and decrte, That the so-call- 
ed ordinance of secession adopted by the so- 
called Convention of tbe State of Texas, at 
the city of Austin, Feb. 1, IHb'i, and all of 
the acts and proceedings of this said so-called 
Convention, shall be and the game are de- 
clared to h&vc been null and void, and of ri9 ef- 
fect whatever, from the date of their adoption ; 
and they do hereby further declare that nei- 
ther the State of Texas nor any other State 
of the Federal Union has the right, under 
the Constitution of the United State*, to se- 
cede or withdraw from the Union.

ment as a cobweb, to summon a state 
connutational convention, to prescribe 
the qualifications of members, to pro- 
scribe requFshes of the new constitu- 
tion:, to prescribe legislation to thfl new 
Legislatures. 
More, than that, sir, 


they ought to be able to show us the 
very section and the very clause which 
transfer such sacred and time-honored 
right* of states as these to the Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Army and Kfl- 
vy ; the very section and the very clause 
which invest him with such superhu- 
man attributes that. South Carolina can 
lie at his feet, a conquest of war, nncl 
vet at the same instant stand up before 
him "as truly :t state of tjie Union as 
she was before the rebellion."
